_ A few-days since I rode out with a gent from 
New York, on to the “Paseo de Tacon Calle de 
ja Reina” and “ Al Cerro.” The “ Paseo” pro- 
per extends along distance just outside the 
walls, but so called by different names, as 
“Paseo .de Tacou” “Pasco de Ysabe¥’ &c. 
The fofmer is a gfand drive, very wide, hard 
pave, aad lined with trees and flowers, having 
also at iptervals several marble statues planted. 
The “Calle (street) de La Reina” isa beautiful 
street just before you enter the “ Paseo.” And 
from it we turned with the “ Cerro” which leads 
out into the country, it is lined with beautiful vil- 
las, some of them most charming spots, such are 
the Capt, General's, the Bishop's, and a certain 
Count’s country seat, with magnificent flower 
garden, avenues of trees and imposing entrances, 
gateways, &c. But this place is spoiled by the 
intermixture of miserable old hulks of houses 
and dirty shantees, which greatly mar its beau- 
ty.

One morning I witnessed the landing,—from 


the developing influences of religious truth. 
In aiming at this particular class of our popu- 
lation, it is in strict keeping with the. spirit of 
our age. For there is no peculiarity for which 
the present day is more distinguished than its 
devotion to youthful culture. ‘The varied sei- 
ences, which, but a few short years since, 
were contained only in ponderous volumes, 


accessible to few, and then presented in such 


a form as that they could be comprehended 
only by ripened intellects, have now been sim- 
plitied and brought down almost to the level 
of the: infant’s mind, and generally diffused. 
So remarkable is our day for the facilities of 
information, so accessible are the sources of 
knowledge, that there is truth in the remark so 
often uttered in a spirit of satire, that “ all our 
boys are men; it is a fact they are men in 
mind at an age when their parents were but 
children. It isa natural result of the present 
system of things. As we look, then, at the 
crowds of young immortals who throng our 
streets, the inquiry is an interesting one, what 
character are they to develope in the cireum- 
stances in which they are placed, and what 
is to be the sphere and nature of future ae- 
tion’ We know that those energies are all 
to be brought forth, and to tell in some di- 
rection with great etliciency, and in their 
hands are lodged the means of the ruin or the 
glory of the community. ‘They may pros. 
trate in an hour, all that has been conse- 
crated by past generations to truth, virtue and 
happiness, or they may lay their foundations 
deeper, and send their influence far beyond 
the limits within which they are now con- 
fined, 

Statesmen and philosophers understand this 
matter perfectly, hence the simplifying of 
knowledge, and the facilities for its attainment, 
which are so wondrously multiplying—hence 
the system of national instruction which has 
sprung up, and is maintained by public sen- 
timent and by public resources. The days of 
ignorance in this land have gone by — the 
days of light have come. ‘There will be 
mental developement. You might as well roll 
back the Atlantic, as stay the advancing tide 
of intelligence. Yes, and we may glory in 
this, as one of the peculiar features of our 
age, and he is not a man, much less a cliris- 
tian, who would wish it changed: and yet 
amid all the appliances of means of intellectual 
culture, which abound so greatly, there is no 
influence which determines the character of 
that developement which they certainly secure 
—there is no assurance, in any of our civil ar- 
rangements, that the mind which we are thus 
educating will not be a wild and ungoverna- 
ble mind—and instructed in righteousness, 
with powers fitted for mighty achievements, but 
wholly ignorant of the moral influence which 
alone can direet those powers to right ends. 

The chureh of God would be recreant to 
her trust, if she should be behind the spirit 
of the age or fail to furnish the great desi- 
deratum of education, which the circumstances 
of the times, now more than ever demand, a 
religious-tutelage. Iu reference to this matter 
we have not beev wholly inactive, nor can 
we say that more effective measures than any 
which have hitherto been put forth might not 
be adopted. As it is at present, the Sunday 
School service constitutes the means upon 
which we are mainly dependent to affect even 
the children of the Church herself, and wholly 
dependent to affect those who are without its

A pioneer 
pastor, whe had gathered a loving people, has 
thus early “gone before” them into Heaven. 
Too soon for them, but not for him—he who 
taught therm how to live, has also taught them 
how to die. 

We remember well when he arrived. When 
this missionary field first opened and widened 
to Christiap enterprise, its importance at once 
arrested his attention and kindled an enthusi- 
asm which he never lost. Warmly devoted to 
the church of his adoption, he seemed ambi- 
tious only to reach these shores, and, by the 
-authority vested in him, gather to the altar of 
her commpnion the far scattered members of 
her fold. His personal ambition did not run 
far into the future. The disease that at las! 
gradually ‘wasted his body, but could not 
quench his spirit, had already premonished 
him of a short career. But he cared not so 
moch that-it be run quickly, as that it be run 
well. Ouly so he could dedicate a Temple to 
Ged, he was not troubled how late or soon he 
should lie silent beneath its altar ! 

- With that spirit he came. In that spirit he 
entered 6n his labors. He was welcomed. 
Cordially did those in the ministry of other 
churches extend to him the hand of fellowship. 
Commencing his labors in the dining room of a 
hotel, the necessities of his growing congrega- 
tion soon compelled them to build a larger and 
more suitable place of worship. This, though 
rude, wag costly, and could only have been

fore thee.” These were his last words: “I die 
in humble, penitent, confiding hope in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. I die in the faith of the Catholic 
church. I d'‘e forgiving every body who has 
ever done me any wrong. I die asKing forgive- 
ness of all I may have ever wronged or injured. 
Come, Lord Jesus—come quickly.” 

“ You well know his clear perception of things 
—his calin demeanor under all circumstances, 
ind his warm but ever chastened exhibition of 
mind arid heart sa. characterized, were all his 
spiritual expressions. He fully exemplified 
upon his death-bed all he had inculcated of the 
consolations of faith from the pulpit, and taught 
us there how a Christian and a minister of 
Christ should die.” 

“During many weeks he received the Holy 
Eucharist at my hands every Thursday morn- 
ing; and those.communion seasons, I am free 
to say, were the holiest and most precious I 
have ever witnessed or enjoyed. At every suc- 
cessive occasion his aspirations rose higher 
and higher, and appeared more holy, until it 
became manifest that he had quite overcome 
the world and vanquished the King of Terrors.

The Constitution on Dueling. 
We re-print Sec. 2, Art. 11, of the State Con-

Sce.2. Any citizen of this State who shall, 
after the adoption of this Constitution, fight a 
duel with deadly weapons, or send or accept a 
challenge to fight a ducl with deadly weapons, 
either within this State ar out of it; or who 
shall act as second, or knowingly aid or assist 
in any manner, those thus offending, shall not 
be awed to hold any office of profit or to 
enjoy the right of suffrage under this Consti- 
tution.

This Board, on Saturday, 14th August, adjourned 
to meet at Los Angeles on the first Monday in 
September.

Congressional Proceedings. 
THE PUBLIC LANDS IN CALIFORNIA. 
On the lath of July, on motion of Mr. Gwin, of 
Cal,, the Senate tovk up the bill providing for a sur- 
vey of the public lands in California, and the grant- 


‘ing of donation privileges therein and for other 


pu . 

Mr. Gwin offered a snbstitute for the bill, which 
was amended and then adopted. 

The bill was then ordered to be engrossed. 

PROTECTION OF CALIFORNIA EMIGRANTS. 

On motion of Mr. Douglass, (dem.) of Ll., on the 
l2th of July, the Senate proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the bill authorizing the President to raise, 
arm and equip three regiments of volunteers, to 
serve for three years, in guarding and protecting 
the emigrant route and telegraph lines, and convey- 
ing the mails between Missour: river and the settle- 
ments in California and Oregon. There are to be ten 
posts‘on the route to be garrixoned by one hundred 
men each, with intervening stations twenty miles 
apart, garrisoned by twenty men each—the station 
houses to be erected by the volunteers, and from 
materials obtained in the country along the route. 
These volunteers are to keep the roads in order, with 
bridges and ferries, and to protect the telegraph 
lines, and all persons enatepel in establishing and 
working the same. They are to raise, gather, and 
preserve all necessary provisions and supplies, with- 
vut cost to the government, They are to be paid the 
same qs other troops, and at the end of three years 
to be entitled to six hundred and forty acres of land 
each. .The telegraph lines thus constructed, may 
use these military posts and stations, free of charge. 
The bill also appropriates dollars to carry into 
effect the provisions of this bill. 

Mr. Douglass moved to fill the blank with one 
humlred thousand dollars. 

Mr. Douglass said the object of the bill was to 
Lprotect the great emigrant route. There were now 
on the plains twenty thousand men, women and chil- 
‘dren, whelly unprotected from the Indians by any 
“nilitary force. They ought to be protected either 
by keeping a portion of the army there, or by this 
system of military colonization, The latter, he 
thought, was the better and cheaper.

Lonpon possesses two scenes of popular 
enjoyment on a great scale, in its British Mu- 
seum and its Zoological Gardens. In_the for- 
mer, the glance is sent over the life of an- 
tiquity; itt the latter, over that of the present 
time in the kingdom of nature; and in both 
may the Englishman enjoy a view of England’s 
power and greatness, because it is the spirit 
of England which has compelled Egypt and 
(;reece to remove hither their Gods, their he- 
roic statues; it is England whose courageous 
sons at this present moment force their way 
into the intenor of Africa, that mysterious na- 
tive land of miracles and of the Leviathan; 
tis an Englishman who held in his hand snow 
from the clefts of the remote Mountains of 
the Moon; it is England which has aroused 
that ancient Nineveh from her thousands of 
years of sleep in the desert; England, which 
has caused to arise from their graves, and to 
stand forth beneath the sky of England, those 
witnesses of the life and art of antiquity which 
are known under the name of the Nineveh 
Marbles, those magnificent but enigmatical 
figures which are called the Nineveh Bulls, in 
the immense wings of which one cannot but 
admire the fine artistic skill of the workman. 
ship, and from the beautiful -human  counte- 
nances of which glances Oriental despotism 
——with eyes such as those with which King 
Ahasuerus might have gazed on the beautiful, 
Esther, when she sank fainting before the 
power of that glance. ‘They have an extra- 
ordinary expression — these countenanees of 
Nineveh, so magnificent, so strong, and at the 
same time, so joyous——a something about them 
so valiant and so joyously commanding! tt. 
was an expression which surprised me, and 
which I could not rightly comprehend. It 
would be necessary for me to see them yet 
again before I could fully satisfy myself whether 
this inexpressible, proudly joyous glance is one 
of wisdom or of stupidity! [| could almost 
fancy it might be the latter, when | contem- 
ian the expression of gentle majesty-in the 

ead of the. Grecian Jupiter. Nevertheless, 
whether it be wisdom or stupidity—these re- 
presentations of ancient Nineveh have a_ real 
grandeur and originality about them. Were 
they then representatives of life there’ Was 
life there thus proud and joyous, thus uncon. - 
scious of trouble, care, or death, thus valiant, | 
and without all arrogance’ Had it such eves! | 
Ah? and yet it has lain buried in the sand of. 
the desert, lain forgotten there many thousand 
years. And now, when they once more look 
up with those large, magnificent eyes, they dis- | 
cover another world around them, another Nin- | 
eveh which can not understand what they 


looked when the prophet uttered above her his 
“woe!” Such a glance does not accord with | 
the life of earth. . 

In comparison with these latest discovered 
but most ancient works of art, the Egyptian 
statues fall infinitely short, bearing evidence 
of a degraded, sensual humanity, and the 
same as regarded art. But neither of these, 
nor of the Elgin marbles, nor of many other 
treasures of art in the British Museum which | 
testify at the same time to the greatness of fore-_ 
gone ages, and to the power of the English 
world-conquering intelligence, shall | say any 
thing, because time failed me rightly to observe 
them, and the Nineveh marbles almost be- 
witched me by their contemplation. 

It is to me difficult to imagine a greater 
easure than that of wandering through these’ 
alls, or than by a visit to the Zoological Gar- | 

den which lies on one side of the Regert’s | 
Park. I would willingly reside near this park 
for a time, that | might again and again wan-' 


der about in this workd of animals from all | 
zones, and listen to all that they have to re- | 
late, ice-bears and lions, turtles and eayles, 
the ourang-outang and the rhinoceros! The 
English Zoological Garden, aldhough less for-

In conclusion, I ought to say, that the iron 
oxide called “ black sani,” that is generally 
thrown away without any attention, could give 
at least half the quantity of gold obtained 
from auriferous sand, from which that black 
sand is separated. I call specially the atten- 
tion of gold searchers on that particular.

Very shortly after his removal to Kentucky, 
he married Lucretia Hart, daughter of Thomas 
Hart, ph a prominent citizen of Lexington. 
Another daughter of the same gentlemen was 
married to Hon. James Brown, of New Or- 
leans, Minister at Versailles during the admin- 
istrations of Messrs.. Monroe and Adams. 
Mrs. Clay, who is now in her 71st year, and 
in the enjoyment of robust health, has been 
the mother of eleven children, four of whom 
died in childhgod. Eliza, a young lady of 
unusual promise, was very suddenly removed 
by death, in 1824, while en route to Wash- 
ington with her father; and almost at the same 
moment the afflicted parents received intelli- 
gence of the decease of another most interest- 
ing and accomplished daughter, the wife of 
Mr. Dubalde,of New Orleans. A third daugh- 
ter, upon whom the father’s affections seem to 
have centered after the death of the other two 
died in 1835. She was married to Mr. James 
Erwine, of New Orleans; and her loss was a 
blow from which Mr. Clay never recovered.

Keeping Fruit Fresh. 

‘The New England Farmer says he has pre- 
served gooseberries by placing the fruit, picked 
rathersgreen, in bottles so as to fill them, and | 
then filling all spaces to the mouth with wa- 
ter. The bottles are then set in a kettle of 
cold water, where they remain till it is made 
to boil, when they are taken out, immediately | 
corked very securely, and set in a cellar. To) 
this the Prairie Farmer adds, “ Very likely ; 
and we have many times put gooseberries into 
a bottle, clean and dry, without any cold or 
hot water, or anything else, except corking 
tight and covering the cork with sealing wax, 
and putting into a cellar; and had gooseberry 
pies as fresh at New Years, as though the 
fruit had just been taken from the bush.” This 
mode would serve admirably for gooseberries 
and currants, (nearly ripe) but for cherries and 
| some other smaller fruits, the water process 


has proved much the best. High-flavored sour 


&c., keep much better than the heart cherries ; 
probably Downer’s Late, a very high flavored 
sort, would be one of the best of the latter 
class. ‘The common black or junk bottles 
have been found to serve a good purpose if 
perfectly clean, having never been previously 
used ; but transparent bottles, showing exactly 
the condition of the fruits are of course the 
best. An intelligent and skillful neighbor has 
succeeded, by still another process, in pre- 
serving peaches (cut into large pieces and di- 
vested of the skin,) as fresh as when taken 
from the tree; not in their weight of sugar, 
but ina very small quantity of that material. 
We have eaten them after mid-winter, and 
could not have told by the flavor, the differ. 
ence between these and the fresh dish served 
with cream at mid autumn. 

[And we, too, have eaten them up in the 
Southern mines, with a relish that none but a 
miner Can appreciate.—Ep. Pactric.] 

This process has cost months of labor and 
experiment before reaching its present state 
of perfection ; and it is yet to undergo further 
attempts at improvement another season; and 
in the meantime will not, of course, be given 
to the public. Dr, Lee thinks that fruit can 
not be kept long, even if perfectly excluded 
from the air, at a temperature above 60 deg. 
Fah., but this mode of treating peaches ap. 
pears to constitute an exception.— Albany Cul.
